It  was  decided  to  make 
the  reunion  an  annual  affair  and  for 
that  purpose  an  association  was  form¬ 
ed  v/ith  Mrs.  Lucy  Brown  of  Davison 
as  the  first'  president;  Wilbur  L. 
Beebe  of  Flint  and  Walter  W.  Beebe, 
of  Swartz  Creek  were  chosen  vice- 
presidents;  William.  E.  Beebe  of  Par¬ 
ma,  secretary  and  Bert  llartwig  of 
Rochester,  treasurer. 

At  this  meeting  the  secretary  ne- 
gan  to  lay  plans  for  a  family  recorn 
and  has  since  devoted  considerable 
time  in  such  an  effort.  Record  blanks 
were  sent  to  all  whose  names  and  ad¬ 
dresses  could  be  learned  with  a  re¬ 
quest  for  information  about  the  fa  ta¬ 
il  y  history  and  any  other  information 
which  might  help  in  compiling  a  com¬ 
plete  history.  Dozens  of  these  blanks 
were  filled  ana  returned  promptly  but 
many  failed  to  send  their  report  or 
even  answer  the  request.  It  is  im¬ 
possible  to  get  all  the  facts  unless  we 
have  the  co-operation  of  all  the  family, 
so  that  I  have  been  unable  to  get  the 
story  as  good  as  I  wished.  It  Is, 
naturally  subject  to  some  errors,  and 
if  there  are  any,  I  shall  appreciate  a 
letter  giving  the  correction.

It  is  interesting  to  trace  through  the 
old  records  the  family  ties  and  activ¬ 
ities  and  sorrows  of  these  ancestors. 

We  find  that  Henry  and  Mehitabell 
Beebe  began  housekeeping  in  Genes- 
see.  New  York  and  here  their  first 
child  was  born,  then  moving  to  Elyria 
where  a  daughter,  Aveline,  came  to 
gladden  the  home,  L  x  lived  less  tnan 
three  years.  Movh  c  to  the  state  o i 
Ohio,  two  children  came  to  them 
while  living  in  the  t  v/n  of  Parma  and 
another  daughter,  A  -.line,  was  born 
at  Brookline,  Ohio.  In  1812  or  ’43 
they  came  to  War!  rgton,  Macomb 
County,  Michigan,  a .  d  here  six  child- 
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ren  were  born,  and  at  Hadley  three 
more,  making  the  total  fourteen. 

It  does  not  take  a  very  great  stretcn 
of  imagination  to  picture  the  lives  of 
this  -couple  and  their  family  here  in 
Michigan.  Most  of  us  are  familiar 
with  the  old  ox  team  method  of  loco¬ 
motion  which  was  doi  only  the  fash¬ 
ion,  but  the  sole  means  of  getting 
about  the  new  country.  An  e  learn 
that  grandfather  Beebe  plowed  his 
fields  with,  the  oxen,  dodging  about 
•  through  the  stumps  and  then  dragging 
v  and  planting  and  cultivating  with  the 
.  farm  tools  we  of  today  would  cadi  Ge- 
cidf'dlv  trade.  He  must  have  been  a 
thrifty  tellow  to  have  cared  for  so 
large  a  family,  but  we  can  balance  n:s 
task  with  the  thought  that  in  those 
days  there  was  no  need  for  expensive 
gasoline  buggies,  no  patent  leatftei 
shoes  and  tailor  made  clothes,  and  we 
fancy  the  high  cost  of  living  had  not 
yet  reached  Michigan,  for  they  used 
to  raise  most  of  their  living  instead  o l 
buying  it  in  tin.  cans  from  the  store. 
Sugar  was  made  from  the  maples  ear¬ 
ly  in  the  spring  and  soap  after  butch¬ 
ering  in  the  fall.  It  was  more  than 
forty  miles  from  the  home  in  Macomb 
County  to  Detroit  and  that  is  the  dis¬ 
tance  grandfather  Beebe  and  all  his 
neighbors  had  to  go  to  mill,  for  in 
those  days  each  farmer  hauled  his 
own  wheat  to  the  grist  mill  and  took 
back  enough  flour  to  supply  his  needs 
until  the  next  harvest,  selling  the  bal¬ 
ance  to  get  other  supplies.

In  searching  for  information  about; 
the  old  families  it  came  to  our  know¬ 
ledge  that  a  certain  Clarence  Beebe 
in  New  York  City  had  compiled  a 
book  of  genealogy  of  the  Beebe  Fam¬ 
ily.  This  was  reported  at  the  annual 
reunion  of  our  family  at  Flint  in  1923 
and  a  collection  taken  with  which  the 
secretary  was  to  get  copies  of  these 
books.  They  were  ordered  and  we 
now  have  them  as  part  of  our  records. 

We  have  found  it  almost  impossible 
to  connect  up  the  Beebes  of  today 
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with  those  whose  records  are  iu  the 
book.  This  is  because  there  is  no  uv,-' 
curate  record  available  and  most  of 
the  older  ones  whose  memories  could 
give  the  information  have  passed  on. 
It  is  interesting,  however  to  study  the 
book.  We  find  that  the  author  has 
been  able  to  trace  his  ancestors  back 
to  John  Beebe,  who  lived  in  1050.  hm 
made  a  trip  to  the  village  of  Brough¬ 
ton,  England,  in  12111  and  was  able  io 
find  the  old  home  and  secured  a  pict¬ 
ure  of  it  for  his  book.  Also  a  picture 
of  the  old  Beebe  Coat  of  Arms.  He 
carries  in  the  book  a  bit  cf  humor  in 
stating  that  possibly  the  Beebes  are 
descendants  of  Eyptian  royalty,  one 
of  Kings  of  the  Second  Dynasty  in 
Egypt,  date  about  3000  B.  C.  was  Bebi, 
so  that  it  is  possible  that  those  who 
have  helped  in  making  this  recoru 
may  some  time  be  rewarded  should 
they  did  up  a  Beebe  in  Egypt  whos*> 
tomb  reveals  as  much  wealth  as  King 
Tut. 

In  searching  the  old  records  we  find 
the  given  names  of  many  we  know  to¬ 
day  have  been  common  in  the  family 
for  many  generations.  The  name 
Henry  appears  20  times,  Mary  44, 
Silas  6,  William  41,  Charles  27  and 
others  from  three  to  a  dozen  times. 

A  clipping  from  the  Lapeer  Press 
of  September,  1922  and  written  -*oy 
some  member  of  the  Beebe  families 
who  live  in  that  section  of  the  state 
is  interesting.  It  states  that  the 
Beebes  are  descended  from  the  old 
houses  of  the  Tudors  and  Stuarts  of 
England.  Henry  Tudor  was  crowned 
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King  Henry  the  Seventh  in  14S5,  on 
th-*  battlefield  of  Bos  North.  Murga- 
•  ret,  daughter  of  Henry  VII.,  married 
\  James  Stuart  who  was  King  James 
the  4t’h,  of'  Scotland.  , - The  great¬ 
's  granddaughter  cf  Henry  and  Margaret 
_  Lady  Ja.r.e  Grey,  was  crowned  queen  \ 
j  of  England' and  ten  days  afterwaru 
1  imprisoned  by  her  cousin,  Mary,  'whu 
S  .  took  the  throne.  Jane  was  afterwaru 
beheaded.  That  is  where  the  ancest¬ 
ors  of  the  Beebe  family  left  England 
they  being  defeated  in  the  strife  for 
the  throne,  had  to  leave  the  country 
i  or  lose  their  heads,  so  they  took  what 
jewels  and  gold  they  could  carry  wltn 
them  and  went  to  France,  changing 
<  !  their  name,  and  afterward  migrated  to 
America.  Three  brothers  came  to 
*  this  country.  One  settled  in  Vermont 
one  in  New  York  and  one  in  Canada. 

The  one  in  New  York  had  the  family 
records  that  were  burned.  Now  u 
seems  that  the  one  in  Canada  did  not 
1  know  where  the  other  two  were,  neith- 
i  er  did  they  know  his  whereabouts,  as 
will  be  shown  hereafter,  and  they  aid 
not  dare  to  prove  their  claims  in  Eng¬ 
land  till  after  this  country  became 
free  and  the  records  were  destroyed 
before  they  ever  got  together. 

Henry  Beebe,  Putman  Beebe,  Par¬ 
ley  Beebe  and  Accorden  Beebe  are  the 
descendants  of  the  Vermont  brother 
Lucilia,  Henry,  Charley,  Ephraim, 
Francis,  Cornelia.  Byron,  Edwin  and 
Clifford  were  the  children  of  Henry 
Beebe.  Henry,  Loisa,  Melvin  and  Os¬ 
car  were  the  children  of  Putnam  Bee-» 
be. 
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Parley  had  but  one  child,  a  daugb-' 
ter,  Alice.  Acconlian  had  lour:  Frank, 
Ri  tort,  Henry  and  George. 

Parley,  Henry  and  Putnam  came  to 
Michigan  and  settled  in  Lapeer,  Gene¬ 
see  and  Saginaw  counties.  . 


The  letters  written  by  the  secreiaiy 
In  iiis  endeaveor  to  get  information 
ha3  brought  many  new  acquaintances 
and  advances  the  thought  that  while 
it  is  said  that  the  world  is  pretty 
small,  yet  wre  do  Dot  even  know  tru 
members  of  our  own  families  beyond 
the  line  of  possibly  brothers  and  sis¬ 
ters.  Some  have  very  kindly  given 
wealth  of  information  and  which  we 
appreciate,  and  in  it  we  can  read  of 
the  ha PP •;  e*ss  and  sorrows  that  have 
come  to  some  of  the  families.  '  It  wa» 
with  a  deep  feeling  of  sympathy  that 
we  read  of  the  death  of  five  children 
in  the  family  of  Edmond  and  Naomi 
Beebe,  all  being  the  victims  of  Black 
Diphtheria  and  dying  within  three 
weeks.  In  the  same  mail  came  a  news¬ 
paper  clipping  telling  of  the  death  of 
“Grandma”  Lorena  Beebe  of  Orion, 
who  lacked  but  a  few  days  of  having 
reached  her  107th  birthday.  It  said 
that  the  aged  lady  was  very  alert  and 
active  of  mind  until  a  short  time  be¬ 
fore  passing  away.
